Marines hit campus

‘*We have to face, relate to, and solve, 
not ignore, the drug abuse problem in 
society today’’, said the Reverend Kod 
McKenzie, an organizer of the {‘airos 
Coffee House, who spoke at a Monday 
evening Education 140 meeting in the 
Ribera Room. 

The Kairos Coffee House, located at 
the Carmichael United Christian Church, 
4746 El Camino Aveme, has been under 
fire from Sacramento County Sheriff John 
Misterly and his staff, 

Misterly recently arrested 4] persons 
throughout the Sacramento area in the 
largest narcotic raid in the history of 
the county and mentioned Kairos as being 
the center of the raid and the bulls eye 
of drug traffic in Sacramento, 

The Reverend McKenzie, a pastor at 
the Carmichael United Church of Christ, 
is very much opposed to the use of nar- 
cotics for both religious and personal 
reasons but doesn’t believe that by burying 
one’s head in the sand the drug problem 
will disappear, 

The coffee house originally began four 
years ago to service educational needs 
of American River College students. Its 
basic purpose was to provide a ‘‘neutral 
turf’? on which students could meet and 
discuss educational problems. But with 
an added atmosphere of art shows, poetry 
readings and folk concerts came high 
school students and it was at this time 
that the staff at Kairos became aware 
of the drug problem. A mumber of the 
college crowd dropped off with the entry 
of the ‘“‘teenybopper’’ but the ‘“‘troops’’ 
as Reverend McKenzie affectionately calls 
them, stayed with the program.

Yesterday, March 26, students at Sac- 
ramento State witnessed a non-violent 
protest with tinges of violence thrown in 
on the side, 

With recruiters for the Marine Corps 
on campus to make their spring bid for 
volunteers, the stage was set for Vietnam 
dissidents to engage in their second day 
of anti-war protest. 

Yesterday’s action got under way when 
two young students climbed to the top 
of the cafeteria roof above the recruiting 
table and hung a large sign which read 
*‘Vietnam”’ and was emblazoned with peace 
symbols and streaks of symbolic blood — 
all in red paint, After this initial taunt, 
a crowd began to gather in anticipation 
of further action to follow, It did, 

More protestors soon hung another sign 
which read: ‘‘The Marine Corps is four 
years, Prison is oné and a half.’’ Then 
a record player was turned on, and after 
‘“‘The Battle-Hymn of the Republic’, the 
National Antehm was played while part 
of the crowd sang along, The Marine 
recruiters were forced to stand at at- 
tention during the playing of the National 
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Anthem, 





With this “teenybopper’’ set came the 
“freaks’’, those that loved to go crazy 
with amphetamines and thought that getting 
busted by the police was where it was 
at in the social strata. And with these 
“freaks’”” came a =~more_ thorough 
counseling program on the part of the 
directors of the coffee house. Discussion 
with suspected narcotic-using youths and 
their parents about possible problems that 
could exist became a part of the program. 

“When a person came to the coffee 
house and admitted to using narcotics our 
first question was what kind of narcotics?”’ 
McKenzie said. ‘People on hard drugs, 
such as heroin, we wouldn’t touch but 
referred them directly to doctors or 
authorities, who, in turn, placed them in 
the proper hospital surroundings and gave 
them the care they needed. The next 
question was why do you use narcotics? 
And finally, is there any other way to get 
turned on?’’ 

McKenzie claims that one good sub- 
stitute for drugs is education and he 
thoroughly believes that the adolescent 
has tremendous educational needs. As 
a part of the program a free university 
for high school students is being set up. 
Youths are becoming involved in what 
interests them, accoring to the pastor. 
For example Irene Hickman, Sacramento 
County Tax Assessor, is teaching a course 
on Economics at the coffee house every 
Sunday night as a result of a student 
inquiry about the subject. More ventures 
in education are in the planning. Another 
addition to the curriculum will be a job 
corps for high school students, 

Kairos aiso provides a food center with 
mothers coming in and coordinating the 
kitchen and the serving of food, With 
the many students from college foster 


and welfare homes scraping to make it 


through school, McKenzie finds ‘‘a lot 
of hungry people in the north area.’’ 

Pull together the resources and you 
have a food servicing center, a free 
university, a job corps, and a ‘neutral 
turf,” open to the community, all in 
one institution. 

Kairos has been labeled a ‘‘dope 
center,’’ but the coffee house staff in- 
sists that this is because it recognizes 
the problem and is trying to solve it, 
not runaway from it. ‘Where do you 
throw rotten apples in urban California?’’ 
the pastor asked. ‘‘In someone else’s 
barrel?’’ The Rev. McKenzie does not 
see that this is an answer to the drug 
problem. Sheriff Misterly says “close 
down the coffee house and reopen it under 
a different program, one in which they 
don’t let drug users and peddlers mingle 
with good, young kids.’’ ; 

Rev. McKenzie believes this is running 
away {com the problem. He is sure that 
the Sheriff's staff could find more nar- 
cotics in many junior or senior high 
schools in Sacramento than were con- 
fiscated in their recent ‘‘big’’ narcotics 
raid, 

McKenzie does not condone the use of 
narcotics. ‘I have never seen any nar- 
cotics in the coffee house but that doesn’t 
mean they do not exist.”” Drug use among 
youth today is a fact not an assumption, 
he implied. As_ previous generations 
chugged beer in their youth todays adoles- 
cent has turned to narcotics. 

With each move of the Kairos coffee 
house the Misterly pressure increases 
but McKenzie and the other organizers 
are not about to give in. Today there 
are a number of person's once dependent

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Hayakawa:

For over four months, San 
Francisco State has been crucified, 
For one hundred and thirty-five 
days the campus has been lashed 
to a cross of educational crisis 
and racial strife. 

When Reagan, a _ soldier of 
Rome, pierced the heart of contro- 
versy with his sword, the campus 
bled. The blood flowed from the 
cross and streamed throughout 
the state. It flowed through the 
doors of other campuses as an 
example to others who would 
declare themselves king. 

And all but a few left their 
brother to die on the cross, his 
wrists pierced with nails of poli- 
tical ambition. 

And now, as Easter is nigh 
upon us, the students of San Fran- 
cisco State are awaiting its 
resurrection, For the strike which 
has crippled the campus since 
November 6 has finally ended, 

Or has it? 

Is the strike really over? Or 
is it merely in a state of calm? 
Is it merely resting within the 
cave waiting for someone to move 
the stone releasing it once again 
as an issue? 

And is Hayakawa the force that 
will move that stone? 

This may very well be. For 
Hayakawa is now prodding what 
has been deemed a settlement. 

Of the few demands granted in 
the strike compromise, Hayakawa 
has already backed out on one. 
The compromise in dispute is that 
of granting limited amnesty for 
those arrested during the strike. 

Although the demand for total 
amnesty for strikers was not 
granted, a compromise was 
made by Hayakawa’s six-mancom- 
mittee which met with the student 
leader s. 

Only those students who were 
found guilty of actually committing 
violence would be suspended, All 
others involved would merely get 
a written reprimand. 

After the announcement of a 
settlement, however, Hayakawa

stated, “I cannot agree prior to 
any hearings what the limits of 
the penalty for a given offense 
will be,’’ 

It appears that Hayakawa’s 
committee had no real powers 
to negotiate. They would only 
recommend a solution, And Haya- 
kawa has nullified their solution 
for the one real hang-up which has 
prevented previous settlement. 

Neither did Hayakawa sign the 
other portions of the negotiated 
settlement. He has instead told 
the strike leaders to ‘‘cool it’’ 
until Apri] Il, He is testing them 
to see if they are really leaders. 
If they can keep things quiet until 
then, Hayakawa says, then he will 
probably approve the settlement. 
He has not indicated, however, that 
this would include the partial 
amnesty clause. 

Hayakawa, then, is continuing 
to play the grandstand show. And 
it is difficult for him to lose, 
If everything remains quiet until

Friday afternoon found me and 
many other interested students 
in the La Vista Room hearing 
agreements and disagreements on 
the courses of action needed to 
avoid any more misunderstandings 
as have occurred lately. 


Friday afternoon students 
stimulated the beginnings of real 
down-to-campus talk. The stu- 
dents were united in their efforts 
to gain a foothold on some single 
theme which would express their 
concern over the tensions 
experienced in the last week. If 
anything, the angry students, the 
confused students, and the students 
and teachers with questions and 
suggestions were heard out. They 
were telling us to be concerned, 
but in a united way. Our com- 
mitment should be towards unifying 
the campus within our own groups 
so that when a united group action 
is needed, we will be together 
as a student body and not, as 
appears to be happening now, 
fighting among ourselves.

The almost 
daily statements from the capital 
concerning ‘‘changes’’ which the 
legislature is considering in com- 
mittee to make binding on the state 
colleges should concern us more 
than friction between individual 
personalities, 

We are beginning to pick on 
one another. We should be con- 
centrating our energies in 
strengthening our weaknesses 
within our own groups. Uniting 
all groups on campus under the 
banner of united student interest 
in bettering the academic at SSC 
would eliminate the distrust and 
lack of communication among the 
varied clubs and organizations, 
both social and political. Right 
now we have no reason to work 
together. 

When campus factions, as in 
any group, become dogmatic in 
their approach towards change, 
progress is at best at a stale- 
mate, 

It is silly for us to talk of 
destruction if no building for a 
better change is going on at the 
same time. Our behavior, | feel, 


can be changed the fastest (a 
radical, fast, hard-hitting change.) 
Beliefs change slowly, but we can

triumphed, If things blow up 
again, Hayakawa need only 
announce that the student leaders 
have failed to keep control. At 
the same time he could say that 
dissension in the face of settle- 
ment only proves the charges of 
a conspiracy intent on destroying 
the system no matter what. 

In reality, then, the only way 
the students can win is to resume 
the strike and not relent until all 
their demands are met or the 
campus is burned down, They 
would have to neglect entirely 
public opinion. This would be 
little loss because, at the present 
time, no matter which course of 
action the students take the public 
will feel the students have met 
with failure, 

Hayakawa has not only given 
the student strikers the shaft, 
he has also broken off the handle 
so it can’t be removed.

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Preliminary unofficial returns in this 
week’s special election show a contro- 
versial sex amendment being defeated 
decisively, The amendment, aimed at 
ending sexual discrimination in campus 
organizations, was cpposed by dorm 
residents and campus fraternities and 
sororities who felt it would require them 
to go coeducational, The measure needed 
a two-thirds majority to pass, but the 
balloting was 396-approve, 525-dis- 
approve, 


In voting to fill two Arts and Sciences 
vacancies on the Student Senate, Dennis 
Degiglio is leading with 169 votes, followed 
by Mike Pollock with 131, They will 
replace representatives John Fisher and 
Tom Goff. Other candidates were Bill 
Hawkins-126; Richard Ameil-124; Sharon 
Creglow-90; Diane Ball-86. 


Meh! Simmons will replace Susan Wilke 
as Social Work rep on the senate. He 
outpolled Robert Platt, 43 votes to 26. 


In voting for College Union represen- 
tatives, the winners were Fred Mayer, 
76, William Stackhouse, 326, and Bill 
Hawkins, 16 write-in votes.

A rough day for Marines 


A group of seven to ten SSC 
students laid siege Tuesday noon 
to the Marine recruiting team 
currently on campus and burned 
all the Marine Corps recruitment 
literature, 

The small group of dissident 
students was led by former student 
body president Jan Eakes and Jim 
Burchill, a student and minor 
official in the Placement Office. 


Asked the purpose of their 
action, a spokesman for the 
students, Hornet Foundation mem- 
ber Gail Mabbutt replied, ‘‘No 
other employers recruiting on 
campus have the right to put their 
table in front of the cafeteria, 
We simply don’t think the Marines 
have a right that no one else does.’’ 

The recruiting team had been 
on campus since Tuesday morning. 
They had set up their table with 
literature and a life size combat 
dummy outside the entrance to the 
cafeteria, usually reserved for on- 
campus promotions.
